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REMARKS 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's review of the present application and respectfully 
requests reconsideration based on the amendments and following remarks. Applicant also 
appreciates the Examiner's indication that claim 14 contains allowable subject matter. Claims 
13, 15 and 17-25 are pending in the present application. 

35U.S.C. §103 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 13 and 17-18 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
obvious over Hall in view of the publication WO 95/31950. 

Independent claim 13 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter of claim 14 
deemed allowable by the Examiner. Accordingly Applicant asserts that claim 13 is therefore 
allowable. 

Claim 17 and 18 depend ultimately from claim 13. Claim 13 now incorporates subject 
matter deemed allowable by the Examiner. Accordingly, Applicant submits that claims 17 and 
18 are therefore also allowable. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 15 and 19-25 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
obvious over Hall combined with other references. 

Claims 15 and 19-25 depend ultimately from amended claim 13. Claim 13 now 
incorporates subject matter deemed allowable by the Examiner. Accordingly, Applicant submits 
that claims 15 and 19-25 are therefore also allowable. It is asserted that this response therefore 
puts all claims in form for allowance.
